IN THE CLAIMS: 

1 . (currently amended) An educational method for increasing a 
student's vocabulary comprising the steps of: 

identifying a first expression consisting of a and rocording of a vocabulary 
bui l ding oxorcioo uti l izing commonly known person, place, thing, event, title, phrase, 
or quote consisting of one or more words; 

obscuring said words by substituting one or more of said words with 
lesser known words to form a second expression : 

rocording tho loooor known words for proGontation to q otudcnt; 

presenting the second expression rocordod oaid l oooor known wordo to 
a student to decipher ;Gaid student using his vocabulary knowledge of said lesser 
known words to dociphor ooid common l y known poroon, ploco thing, ovont, titio 
phroGG, or quotoj . 

providing said student with one or more definitions of the lesser known 
words which definitions serve as clues for deciphering the second expression back 
into the first expression 

whereby said student learns the lesser known words and adds them to 
his vocabulary by actively using said definitions of the lesser known words in 
deciphering the second expression back into the first expression . 
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2. (canceled) the method of claim 1 further comprising the step of: 
providing said student with one or more definitional clues which are the 
meaning of one or more of said recorded lesser known words. 



3, (currently amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising the 

steps of: 

providing said otudont with ono or moro definitiona l cIuog which ore tho 
moaning of ono or moro of sa i d recorded l oGSor known words and 

providing a means for scoring the number of clues used by the student 
in deciphering the second expression back into the first expression amount of help 
that UGO of one or more said def i nitional c I ugg which arc the meanings of ono or moro 
of said l oGGor known wordG provided oaid student . 
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
